May it therefore please Your MAJESTY, 

That it maybe Enacted; atl& bC it dnatttQ by The KING’S Most 
Excellent Majkstv, by and witli the Advice and Consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this pr-esent Parliament 
assembled, and by the Authoritv of the same, THAT from and after and Cerui* 
upon the respective terminations of the respective pre.sent existing Interests aboluLdon 
in each and every of the following Offices ; that is to say, Surveyor General 
of CrownLands ; Keeper of Records in the Bermingham Tower at Dublin ; interests.*
